HARRIMAN WARNS 
OF WAGE DEMANDS 
ARE KEPT ON RENT 8 


Tells Senators There Is 
‘Every Indication Rents 
Will Rise Sharply’ Un- 
less Curbs Are Contin- 
ued. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 Or 
gecretary of Commerce W. Aver- 
ell Harriman said today that, un- 
less rent controls are continued. 
labor will have a “good case” to 
demand further wage increases. | 

Harriman told a Senafe Bank- 
ing subcommittee that “it would 
be most unfortunate to increase 
the pressure on wage earners’ in- 
comes at a time when our efforts 
should be in the other direction.” 

He said “there is every indica- 
tion that rents will rise sharply 
unless effective controls are con- 
tinued.” 

He and Commissioner Ewan 
Clacue of the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics testified that rents have 
risen 5 per cent in the last five 
months as against only 1 per 
cent from 1940 to 1947. 

The present rent control law, 
which permitted “voluntary” 15 
per cent increases in exchange for 
leases through December, expires 
Feb. 29. The Senate subcommit- 
tee is studying rent controls. |

Woods said the present rent con- 
trol act should be continued until 
March 31, 1950, with the 15 per 
cent increase clause stricken out. 
Rents in such cases, however, 
should be frozen at the 15 per 
cent neren level, he said. 

For Price Controts Also, 

Harriman acked the full Bank- 
ing Committee earlier this week 
to restore price controls on scarce 
commodities. He warned that an 
economic collapse is inevitable un- 
less inflation is checked, and “any 
further relaxation of rent controls 
would represent an inflationary 
step.” 

He told Subcommittee Chairman 
Cain (Rep.), Washington, and Sen- 
ator Fulbright (Dem.), Arkansas, 
that he favored control even 
without. other Administration- 
requested inflation checks. 

He said, however, “real progress 
in controlling inflation also de- 
mands that such legislation be 
supplemerted bv other controls on 
prices and on the flow of critical 
commodities.” 

Harrim «testified shortly be- 
fore Woods. One Republican Sena- 
tor had demanded the ouster of 
Woods. 

Harriman repeated warnings 
that Communist Russia is await-. 
ing an economic depression in the 
United States to “make advances.” 
He said “the Communists believe 
they will be able to move forward 
in their efforts to destroy our in- 
stitutions when we have a period 
of collapse.” 

To protect our “free economy,” 
he said, “we must develop tech- 
niques to control the swing of the 
economy” during transition pe- 
riods. 


The pistol believed to have been 
used in the murder of Alice Lor- 
ene Shryock, 16-year-old Overland 
girl who was found shot and mu- 


tilated in Creve Coeur Memorial 
Park nearly two years ago, has 
been found by the Missouri State 
Highway Patrol in the routine ar- 
rest of a suspect in an automobile 
theft case at Mehlville, south of 
St. Louis. 

The automatic pistol, described 
as a Spanish make pistolette“ of 
635 millimeter, s'milar in size to 
25-calibre American-made weap- 
ons, was put through two tests, 
one by the St. I Police Depart- 
ment and the other in the labora- 
tories of the State Highway Pa- 
trol in Jefferson City. Experts in 
both departments stated they were 
of the opinion it was the same 
weapon used in the Shryock 
murder. 

Four men are under arrest as 
their movements at the time of 
the killing of the girl, April 6. 
1946, are being checked by St. 
Louis detectives, State Highway 
Patrol officers and St. Louis 
county deputy sheriffs. Thus far 
all four men have denied knowing 
the girl or anything about the 
murder. 

Arrest Renews Investigation. 

The renewed investigation of 
the murder case began Jan. 6 
when State Highway Patrolman 
P. H. Updegraff arrested Linvell 
J. Forester, 26 years old, a laborer, 
and found the Spanish pistol and 
a .25 calibre Colt's automatic in the 
automobile which had been report- 
ed stolen. Forester confessed at 
at Farmington, Mo., where he was 
taken for questioning, that he had 
stolen the weapons and a quantity 
of whisky in the burglary of a 
tavern at 2200 South Third street. 
last Dec, 26. 

At Farmington, Demetrie Kab- 
baz, 32 years old, manager of De- 
metrie’s Third Street Tavern, 
identified the two pistols ag hav- 
ing been stolen in the burglary 
of his establishment. Kabbaz, 
who lives at 3147 Geyer avenue, 
supplied Detective Lt. Michael 
Quinlisk of St. Louis and Set. 
Walter Grammer of the State Pa- 
trol, with the names of former 
bartenders and employes who, 
1946, had access to the pisto 
which had been kept in a drawer 
back of the bar. 

Kabbaz and a number of em- 
ployes told police the weapon had 
been around the tavern for several 
years. Charles Kabbaz, 1018 Hick- 
ory street, a brother of the man- 
ever, related that he purchased 
the pistol! in July, 1945, from 
James Jenkins, 618 Geyer avenue. 

Jenkins named another man 
from whom he bought the pistol 
six weeks before he traded it to 
Charles Kabbaz for a wrist watch 
and some cash. 

Investigation of Ex-Employes. 

Satisfied that the pistol was in 
the possession of the tavern at the 
time of the killing, which has 
never been solved although scores 


Some Inequalities. 
Harriman admitted under Ful- 
bright’s questioning that “there 
will be some inequalities” under 
any system of rent control, but 
he said he thought landlords were 
in relatively better shape than 
house-seekers and renters.

St. Louis fell in line with the 
rest of the frozen Midwest today. 
as the thermometer registered five 
degrees above zero at 8 a. m., the 
lowest point it has reached this 
winter. 

Police reported an elderly man, 


dead apparently of exposure, was 


found in an alley at the rear of 
208 South Twelfth boulevard. It 
was the first death attributed to 
the cold spell in the St. Louis 
area, but three other persons were 
reported frozen to death in the 
Midwest, and at least 12 persons 
died in fires caused by overheated 
stoves in the Midwest and East. 
The frigid weather brought ice 
floes down the Mississippi river 
and caused most home owners to 
take a second look at their coal 
piles. Children took advantage of 
frozen shallow ponds in some s@c- 
tions of St. Louls county to hold 
impromptu hockey games, but 
skating was still frobidden on the 
thin sheath of ice which covered 
the deeper lakes in city parks. 
Today was the acid test for the 
Zoo’s non-hibernating bears, and 
they met it in characteristic fash- 
ion by eating a hearty breakfast 
and emerging from their dens to 
around their pits.

Chicago, with 9 below zero, had 
its coldest day since Jan, 20, 1943. 
Rockford’s 13 below was the low- 
est in Illinois. In Missouri, the 
range was from 5 below at Tarkio 
to 8 above at Advance. 

Snow fell last night in a belt 200 
miles wide from Pennsylvania to 
northern Louisiana. Twelve inches 
of snow, the deepest in 56 years, 
blanketed Memphis, Tenn., dis- 
rupting traffic and causin many 
business houses to remain closed. 
The heaviest previous snowfall in 
Memphis was recorded in 1892, the 
Werner Bureau said, when it had 
18 inches.

ROBERT A. BLACK 
HITS OIL TRUCK 


Former Ralston - Purina 
Co. Vice President 
Loses Life on Way 
Home From Farm. 


Robert A. Black, former vice 
president of the Ralston Purina 
Co, and in recent years a raiser of 


cattle and hogs on his 3200-acre 
farm near Elsberry in Lincoln 
county, Missouri, was killed yes- 
terday when his automobile 
crashed into the rear of a gasoline 
truck in the 8600 block of St. 
Charles road, 

Black, 69 years old, was thrown 
from his machine by the impact 
and was pronounced dead of head 
injuries on arrival at St. Louis 
County Hospital. The driver of the 
tractor-trailer, August Huener- 
garth Jr., 5465 Dresden avenue, 
told deputy sheriffs he had 
stopped, preparing to make a right 
turn into a filling station, when 
Black’s. machine ran into him. 

Huenergarth was held under 
$1000 bond for a coroner’s inquest. 

' Had Sold His 8 

Black was returning, to his 
apartment at the Park Plaza Ho- 
tel, after having sold 270 head of 
cattle for $47,256, his agent, Robert 
A. Howard, president of the St. 
Louis National Livestock Commis- 
sion Co., said. 

Howard also handled the sale of 
728 hogs for Black this week. 
Howard said he left the farm early 
in the afternoon after they 
weighed the hogs. Black appar- 
ently left about mid-afternoon to 
drive 60 miles to the hotel. The 
accident occurred at 5:45 p.m. 

Howard related that Black was 
selling all his cattle and hogs be- 
N of the shortage of corn. He 

been operating the farm, re- 
garded as a show place, since he 
retired in 1929 from the Ralston 
Purina Co. He planned to stock 
up on cattle and hogs again in the 
spring. He raised corn on about 
600 acres of bottom land on. the 
farm,

Had Announced “Availability.” 

Dewey’s decision to test his 
strength first against the World 
War II supreme Army command- 
ers in the European and Pacific 
theaters became known here less 
than 24 hours after he had an- 
nounced his availability for the 
nomination through an aid. 

James C. Hagerty, executive as- 
sistant to Dewey, made the “au- 
thorized” announcement late yes- 
terday in commenting on the en- 
try of Dewey’s name in the Ore- 
gon primary, which will select 12 
convention delegates May 21. 

‘Hagerty said Dewey “warmly 
appreciates the support and loy- 
alty of his many friends in 
Oregon.“ 

Then Hagerty went on: “He Is 
fully engaged with the work of 
the legislative session and cannot 
actively seek the nomination of 
his party for President, but, if 
nominated, would accept.” 

(The United Press pointed out 
that Dewey did not close the door 
to an active campaign, inasmuch 
as the current state Legislature 
is expected to conclude its busi- 
ness early in March, three months 
ahead of the Republican conven- 
tion.) 

A supporter of Gen. Eisenhower 
in Portland, Ore., said today that 
the general’s name would be on 
the Republican primary ballot 
there in challenge to Dewey, 

Peter Alport, public relations 
representative for Oregon’s Draft 
Eisenhower group, said petitions 
would be circulated as soon as the 
general retires from the Army to 
become president of Columbia Uni- 
versity. One thousand signatures 
are needed in the absence of the 
candidate's own declaration. 

Surprise Announcement. 

Dewey has been aggressively but 
privately secking the presidential 
nomination since early last sum- 
mer. His open entry into the con- 
test took Albany by surprise, how- 
ever, as it had been stated au- 
thoritatively several times in the 
last few months that he would not 
become an avowed aspirant.

Political Principles. 


BATAVIA, Jan. 17 (AP) — The 
Dutch and the Indonesian repub- 
lic signed a new truce today 
aboard the United States Navy 
transport Renville anchored off 
Batavia. 

The truce climaxed 11 weeks of | 
negotir ons by a Good Offices | 
Committee sent by the United Na- 
tions Secyrity Council to try to 
bring veßke in the Dutch East 15 
dies. 

The agreement became effective 
today. It was the fourth agree- 
ment calculated to halt the fight- 
ing which began when the Jap- 
anese were defeated in Indonesia 
in the Jast phase of the war. In 
the five and a half months since 
a cease-fire order was issued. 
skirmishing had accounted for 
some 1500 Dutch casualties and 
4700 among the Indonesians. 

Three copies of the truce agree- 
ment were signed first by Abdul 
Kadir, head of the Netherlands 
delegation, and then by Amir 
Sjarifoeddin, Premier of the In- 
donesian republic. 

Their signatures were witnessed 
with those of the committee—Dr. 
Frank P', Graham of the United 
States, Richard C. Kirby of Aus- 
tralia and Paul Van Zeeland of 
Belgium. 

Political Principles. 

The two delegation chairmen 
also signed a statement of 12 
principles agreed on as the basis 
of future political discussions, and 
received from the U.N. commit- 
tee six additional political princi- 
ples, to which they were asked to 
agree by Monday. 

A reliable committee source 
said both delegations already had 
agreed informally to the latter 
six, including a proviwion for a 
plebiscite ni Java, Sumatra and 
Madoera, and acceptance was 
considered certain. 

Political disagreements between 
the Dutch and the republic broke 
out in fighting last July 20, when 
the Dutch Army began what it 
called “police action” against the 
Indonesians, 

The case was brought before 
the United Nations, and the Se- 
curity Council, urging both sides 
to settle their disputes, called on 
them Aug. 1 for a cease-fire agree- 
ment effective three days later.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (UP)— 
Russia is in line to get seven com- 
bat vessels, including a 23,000-ton 
battleship, and 30 miscellaneous 
ships of the former Italian fleet 
when and if British and Amer- 
ican warships that were lent Rus- 
sia are returned, it was disclosed 
today. | 

This was a hitherto secret phase 
of a Big Four agreement reached 
at the Paris peace conferences in 
February 1947. 

The pact detailed the division of 
the Italian fleet among the war- 
time allies. Britain and the Unit- 
ed States have renounced claims 
to their shares of the fleet, but 
Russia has not. The ships orig- 
inally assigned to this country and 
Britain are being scrapped by 
Italy. 

The treaty allowed Italy to re- 
tain a navy of about 115,000 tons. 
The remaining 152,000 tons were 
to be divided among the Allies, 
sunk or scrapped. 

ret Annex to Treaty. 

The text of the four-power 
agreement signed Feb. 10 in Paris 
was made public by the State De- 
partment last April 21, but an 
annex providing for assignment 
of the ships to be taken from 
Italy, which is still “top secret,” 
has never been released officially. 

It was learned authoritatively 
that under that part of the agree- 
ment Russia will not receive the 
former Italian vessels until one 
battleship, seven destroyers and 
three submarines lent it by Britain 
and the United States cruiser Mil- 
waukee are returned to British 
and American ports by the Rus- 
sians.

an Turtles Hear? 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 17 (AP) 
—A question posed by the third 
grade of the Lytton elementary 
school, Palo Alto, nearly stumped 
Dr. R. C. Miller, director of the 
California Academy of Sciences, 
but he finally came up with a 
cautious answer. 

„We want to know if turtles are 
deaf or if they can hear,” the 
third graders said. We have two 
books about them. One book says 
they are deaf and the other says 
they are not.” 

Dr. Miller found two books, each 
written by a distinguished zoolo- 
gist. One said turtles could hear, 
the other said thera was no evi- 


dence they could. He was in the 
same fix as the third grade. 

Robert Dempster, aquatic biolo- 
Kist, went into the swamp room, 
with the aquarium’'s 26 turtles. He 
tried talking, shouting, clapping 
his hands and finally banging on 
a pan with an iron spoon, all with- 
out conclusive results. 

Dr. Miller made this report: 
“Our turtles pay no attention to 
ordinary noises. It is certain that 
their hearing is poor and possibly 
they are completely deaf. On the 
other hand, their bodies are sen- 
sitive to vibrations coming through 
the ground or water . This 
probably explains why some books 
say turtles cen hear and others 
say they are deaf,’

U.S.RESERVE BOARD APPROVES

A new state flood control policy 
in Missouri, co-ordinating reser- 


voir projects with intensive soil 
conservation and land improve- 
ment practices, was established 
when federal and state agencies 
agreed here late yesterday on a 
revised flood control plan for de- 
velopment of the Osage river 
basin in western Missouri and 
eastern Kansas. 

This policy is a departure from 
the original Pick-Sloan federal 
plan for flood control in the Mis- 
souri river valley, providing only 
reservoirs and levees, which Gov. 
Donnelly has said was not accept- 
able to Missouri. 

The new plan, designed to adapt 
Pick-Sloan to the needs of Mis- 
souri, calls for more but smaller 
fiood control dams and reservoi:s, 
and stresses soil conservation and 
flood water detention on the up- 
lands at its source. 

Unanimous Approval. 

Representatives of the United 
States Army Corps of Engineers, 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture. and eight Missouri 
state agencies concerned with 
flood control and soil conserva- 
tion, unanimously approved the 
new plan for the Osage basin, in 
a conference called by Gov. Don- 
nelly. The plan was based on a 
joint federal-state survey of the 
Osage Basin. 

This survey was started last 
Feb after Gov. Donnelly had 
announced opposition of the state 
to construction of the proposed 
Osceola Dam on the Osage river 
near Osceola, Mo., a Pick-Sloan 
project. At that time Donnelly 
called on Congress to withhold 
funds for construction of the 
Osceola Dam and to withdraw its 
authorization for the project. 

The revised Osage Basin plan 
is subject to final approval by the 
corps of engineers and Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in Washing- 
ton, and by Congress, which will 
be requested to authorize the 
projects involved and provide 
federal funds. The plan calls for: 

Abandonment of the proposed 
Osceola Dam and two proposed 
dams on the tributary Pomme 
de Terre and South Grand riv- 
ers, and substitution of nine 
smaller dams and .reservoirs, 
four in Missouri ahd five in 
eastern Kansas. 

A comprehensive soil conser- 
vation and land improvement 
program, including terracing, 
farm ponds, reforestation, and 
construction of several thousand 
small upstream flood water de- 
tention structures and channel 
‘improvement works. 

The upstream phase of the de- 
velopment, consisting of the land 
treatment practices, will be ad- 
ministered by the United States 
Department of Agriculture. The 
donwstream phase. consisting of 
the reservoirs, will be adminis- 
tered by the Army Engineers. 
State agencies will co-operate in 
both phases. 

Four Years to Build. 

Cost of the nine dams and 
reservoirs was estimated by Army 
engineers at $175,000,000 and the 
time for construction was esti- 
mated at four years. No cost 
estimate has been made for the 
upland development, which would 
require about 20 years for com- 
pletion, it was said. 

The proposed nine dams will 
submerge approximately 209,000 
acres of land in Missouri. This is 
124,200 acres less than the 333,200 
acres which would have been sub- 
merged by the proposed Osceola, 
Pomme de Terre and South 
Grand reservoirs, all in Missouri. 
“Seenefits that will eventually re- 
sult from the land improvement 
provisions of the land were esti- 
“mated at “well over $100,000,000 
annually.” 

Of the four proposed dams in 
the Osage Basin in Missouri, the 
largest would be built on the 
Osage river at Kasinger Bluff, 
about two miles above Warsaw, 
Mo, and 60 miles downstream 
from the.site originally proposed 
for the Osceola Dam The reser- 
voir would submerge about 164,000 
acres. The dam would be about 80 
feet high and about 4000 feet in 
length. 

The other three Missour! dams, 
and the areas they would sub- 
merge, would be built on the 
Pomme de Terre river near Her- 
mitage, 14,800 acres; on the Sac 
river near Stockton, 23,000 acres; 
and on Cedar creek, 20 miles south 
of Roscoe, 6800 acres. 

Kansas projects include small 
dams on the Marmation river near 
Fort Scott; on Potowatomie creek 
near Garnett; on Bull creek near 
Paola: and two on the Marais 
des Cygnes river, near Melvern 
and Pomona, Several Kansas state 
agencies co-operated in the survey. 

Gov. Donnelly. largely was re- 
sponsible for development of — 
new policy. After opposing the 
original Osceola dam _ proposal, 
which had aroused considerable 
controversy, he took the position 
* the original Pick-Sloan plan would 
not solve the problems in Missouri 
and that a plan must be devised 
that would meet the state's needs. 

Soll Program. 

He said Missouri floods could 
not be economically controlled by 
dams and levees alone, and that 
2 broad soil conservation program 
should be developed to hold on 
the uplands a substantial part of 
the water which now runs off, 

Brig. Gen. Lewis A. Pick of 
Omaha, Missouri river division en- 
gineer, who headed a corps of en- 
gineers’ delegation at the confer- 
ence yesterday, said the plan 
adopted “hag set a pattern which 
can be applied to other drainage 
basins in Missouri, and is equally 
applicable to all of the tributary 
basins in the Missouri valley.” 

Pick is one of the originators 
of the Pick-Sloan plan, devised by 
the Army Engineers and the 
United States Department of the 
Interior. 

“Gov. Donnelly has taken the 
lead.” Pick said. “in working out

one of the most difficult flood con- 
trol and land use problems we 


have tackled in the Missouri 
basin.” 

Gen. Pick said the co-operative 
effort of the federal and state 
agencies in the survey had re- 
sulted in a sound plan for con- 
trolling floods and providing for 
a comprehensive soil conservation 
program. 

“I believe it is the best plan 
which could have been worked 
out,” he said, “and still get the 
maximum amount of benefits for 
each flood control dollar spent.

“I Know of no other place where 
this procedure has been carried 
out in this way,” Musser said, “It 
is a pattern that may well be car- 
ried out in other watersheds.” 

Donnelly said the co-ordinated 
plan provided a maximum of bene- 
fits for the Osage basin through 
development of land and other 
natural resources, “and also af- 
fords important flood reductions 
to areas in the basin and along 
the Missouri and Mississippi Riv- 
ers.” \ 

“The new plan of reservoirs,” 
Donnelly said, “inundates approx- 
imately 125,000 acres less land in 
Missouri than the original plan 
which included the Osceola res- 
ervoir. A majority of the valuable 
coal deposits in the area, which 
would have been lost under the 
original plan, will be saved.” 

“Menaces to public health aris- 
ing under the former plan will be 
removed,” Donnelly said. There 
will be less detriment to the local 
economy through severance of 
municipal trade territories and re- 
location of highways, railroads and 
other utilities. The new plan also 
provides a somewhat greater and 
more dependable degree of flood 
control on the Missouri and Mis- 
sissippi rivers.” 

While any flood control plan in 
the Osage basin would involve 
sacrifices, Donnelly said, the sacri- 
fices under the co-ordinated land 
and water resources development 

lan “are offset many times by 

enefits accruing within the 
basin.” 
Retarding Runoff. 

The upland development of the 
plan, Donnelly said, would pro- 
vide for use of all proved methods 
of retarding flow of runoff waters 
and reduction of soil erosion to 
a minimum on crop and pasture 
land areas, thereby reducing down- 
stream flood water and sedimen- 
tation problems. 

“By the use of structures and 
vegetation,” he said, “the program 
provides for the stabilization and 
protection of water dis»osal sys- 
tems of the upland tri itary wa- 
tershed. Improvement and proper 
management of the 2,500,000 acres 
of woodland in the Osage basin 
will accomplish material reduction 
in runoff and accompanying flood 
problems. 

“The Department of Agricul- 
ture’s proposals anticipate a high 
degree of interest and co-opera- 
tio n the part of landowners 
and operators in the detailed plan- 
ning, establishment and mainte- 
nance of the protective features 
on the land.” 


UNIVERSITY CITY COUNCIL 
PASSES PARKS BOARD MEASURE 


The City Council of University 
City last night passed an ordi- 
nance which provides for appoint- 
ment of the nine-member Park 
Board by the council, an issue 
causing the resignation of the 
chairman and four other members 
of the board last November. 

At the time of the resignations 
Alfred E. Spencer, chairman of 
the Park Board, said the bill took 
responsibility of management of 
parks and playgrounds from the 
board. Under the new city charter, 
which became operative last year, 
all city employes, including park 
employes, must qualify through 
civil service approval, Previously 
the Park Board appointed the 
park employes, numbering 32 in 
winter months and about 60 in 
summer. 

Five vacancies on the Park 
Board will be filled by the council 
under the ordinance. The four 
members who declined to resign 
in the dispute are Alfred H. 
Wyman, Taylor W. Strubinger, A. 
C. Weber and Francis J. Denvir. 
Park Board members serve with- 
out pay. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 17 (AP) 
A Democrat and a Republican 
‘filed with the Secretary of State 
today for the Missouri race for 
Governor. 

John H. Flanigan, Carthage law- 
yer who already had announced 
mis intention of seeking the Re- 
publican nomination, formally filed 
today. Former State Senator Ray- 
mond E. Cox of Centralia, a farm- 
er, filed for the Democratic nom- 
ination. 

Flanigan, prominent in Missou- 
ri Bar Association affairs, entered 
the race recently in a speech at 


Carthage. 

Cox, who also served as Repre- 

sentative from Audrain county for 
two terms, 1928 and 1930, declared 
himself a “firm believer in the 
fundamental principle that good 
government comes ahead of party 
affiliation” and said his campaign 
would be conducted in “the plain 
and simple language of a farmer.” 
Cox said he had operated his 500- 
acre farm alone since the war de- 
prived him of hired help. 
Dan M. Nee, former internal 
revenue collector for the western 
district of Missouri filed for the 
Democratic nomination earlier this 
week, 

William McKinley Thomas, a St. 
Louis shoe company employe, filed 
for the Republican nomination last 
December. 

Others are either announced or 
potential candidates. 

Forrest Smith, state auditor for 
15 years, has announced his inten- 
tion of seeking the Democratic 
nomination, but has not filed yet. 

Among other Democrats report- 
ed eyeing the race is H. Sam 
Priest, now chairman of the St.

State Department Business 


The Marshall plan is many things. It is an 
éxpression of America’s humanitarian. desire to 
help crippled Europe. It is a proposal for fi- 
nancing the purchase of goods for which Europe 
‘must turn to the United States in any event. It 
is a far-sighted effort to preserve foreign mar- 
kets without which the American economy would 
go into a tailspin. | 

But above everything else it is an instrument 
of American diplomacy. It is the practical de- 
vice by which we hope to save Western Europe 
from Communist totalitarianism, In this epie 
struggle, it is the chief weapon of the State De- 
partment. And as such it should not be taken 
. but of the hands of the State Department. 


It is therefore regrettable to read that Senator 


Vandenberg is said to be planning legislation to 
divorce European ald from the department's con- 
trol. One hopes against hope that this report 
will prove to be ill-founded. If not, there will 
be a most grievous wrench in the fine record he 
has been writing as chairman of the Senate For- 
eign eee eee 4 

The Vandenberg scheme, it is said, will be 
based on the legislation which separates the 
United States Atomic Energy Commission from 
military control. If so, it would leave the State 


Department utterly at the mercy of whatever 


individual or group might be named to adminis- 
ter the aid program. If Secretary Marshall 
should feel that such administration at any time 
was not in line with American diplomatic policy 
and efforts, he would be able to appeal only to 
the President and the Congress. Such a slow 
and uncertain procedure would end in frustra- 
tion and futility. 

Day-by-day diplomacy simply cannot be con- 
ducted profitably if vital moves must wait on 
long and probably acrimonious congressional de- 
bates. It cannot be effective if deprived of con- 
trol of any of its major instruments—least of all 
if that instrument is in unco-operative hands. 
Within a broad outline of policy, the top diplo- 
mat of the United States must be free to act as 
immediate situations demand. There cannot, as 
Gen. Marshall said, be two Secretaries of State. 


There are no valid reasons for removing the 
State Department from control of the nation’s 
strongest diplomatic weapon. Diplomacy is the 
prime business of the department. 


Secretary Marshall should, of course, place 
the administration of European aid in the most 
expert hands available. One is not too impressed 
by some of the shallow, callow, striped-pants 
carecrists in his department. In all probabilty, 
the Secretary himself does not look on them 
with a beaming eye. He will need purposeful 
experts—bankers, economists, engineers, food 
experts and the like—to carry out the proposed 
program. Certainly, he can hardly be tempted 
to undermine his prestige by turning it over to 
bunglers and incompetents, be they in his de- 
partment or out of it. 

The plan's administration should be as busi- 
nesslike as it possibly can be. But its first 
business must be that of diplomacy. Outsiders— 
and conceivably even hostile outsiders—must not 
be placed in the position of being able to exer- 
cise a practical veto over foreign policy.

Tulsa Tribune’s Fine Stand 


It is a satisfying experience to be able to re- 
print for our readers the editorial from the 
Tulsa Tribune, on equal rights in education, 
under the cartoon today. This editorial repre- 
sents responsible thinking of a high order. Un- 
derstanding, good sense and fairness pervade it 
from start to finish. 

The Tulsa Tribune might have taken a state's 
rights view. It might have been aggrieved at the 
Supreme Court's decision that Oklahoma must 
not only provide legal education for a Negro 
student equal to that provided for white stu- 
dents, but must provide it as soon as it does 
for applicants of other groups. The Tribune 
might have decided to say very little about it or 
nothing at all and thus leave the field open for 
prejudice to rule. 

Instead of taking any of these courses, the 
Tulsa newspaper meets the issue squarely and 

n the side of reason. It comes out for admis- 
lon of Negro students to state-supported gradu- 
te schools, such as law and medicine, 30 as to 
assure all Oklahoma students equal educational 
opportunity in this limited field. It does not 
now favor general intermingling of under- 
graduates and lower school students. The rea- 
son it gives for this policy of gradualism is a 
sincere one: any legalistic attempt to 
throw the two races together at a rate that ex- 
ceeds general public acceptance will cause re- 
actions that worsen, instead of improve, race 
relations.” | 

Eyes are trained on Oklahoma from all parts 
of the country to see how its State University at 
Norman will apply the Supreme Court decision. 
If it follows the human, sensible approach of the 
Tulsa Tribune, it cannot go wrong. 

As for Missouri, there is good reason to be- 
lieve that public opinion here, for more reasons 
than one, is advanced beyond that in Oklahoma, 
as it should be, A student poll at the University 
of Missouri shows a 5-to-1 ratio in favor of per- 
mitting Negroes to take part in Big Six athlet- 
ics, Virtually the same proportion favors par- 
ticipation of Negroes in debates, model UN 
assemblies and similar activities.. Previous polls 
have made plain that a substantial majority of 
those voting thinks that Negroes should be ad- 
mitted to the State University as undergraduates. 

The alternative is to establish eventually a set 
of duplicating but inferior schools of law, medi- 
cine; journalism, engineering and so on. A costly 
but inferior law school was set up here in St. 
Louls after the Gaines decision of 10 years ago. 
Let us not extend that mistake to other fields. 
As the President's Committee on Civil Rights 


eaid, the idea of “separate but equal” educa- 
tional facilities has been one of the “outstanding 
myths of American history.” : 
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\ Setbacks for the Fair Idea 
Within the past week, the idea of holding a 
world’s fair in St. Louis in 1958 has received 


three serious setbacks. These setbacks need to be 
carefully considered by ‘the backers of the fair 


plan, who have been planning to ask St. Louls- 


ans to put up $1,000,000. to finance the initial 
phases. , 0 

The first setback came when two members of 
the Board ot Estimate and Apportionment an- 
nounced their opposition to the fair ideas. These 
members are President Albanese of the Board 
of Aldermen and Comptroller Nolte. They make 
up a majority (the third member is Mayor Kauf- 
mann) of the city’s official body for the alloca- 
tion of municipal funds either by bond issue or 
direct, appropriation. : 

In other words, it is now the view of Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment that St. Louis 
should. not invest any city funds in the develop- 
ment of plans for a fair. Unless either, Mr. Al- 
banese or Mr. Nolte changes his mind or unless 
one or the other is replaced by a new official 
who favors a fair, that will continue to be the 
view of the managers of the city's financial 
affairs. Mr. Nolte's detailed objections appear 
in the news columns today. 

The second setback was at the hands of 378 
residents adjacent to the Forest Park area which 
has been proposed as the site of such a fair. 
These residents, employing the historic device of 
petition, made their unqualified opposition 
known to Mr. Albanese, as the citywide elected 
head of the Board of Aldermen. This protest 
was promptly read into the record of the city’s 
legislative y. | ; 

Seldom have St. Louis citizens attacked a plan 

with language so harsh. Describing the idea as 
“nefarious and destructive to citizens of this city 
in this period of high prices, shortage of ma- 
terials and grave inadequacy of housing,” the 
petition called on the aldermen to veto, void 
and kill all motions and bills submitted, which 
would condemn and destroy” structures in the 
Forest Park area to make room for a “gigantic 
and extravagant carnival.” , 

The third setback was a poll showing 21 of 28 
Aldermen definitely opposed ‘to the Forést Park 
site, They are thus in a position to prevent the 
‘use of what the sponsors consider much the most 
promising location for a fair. 

Before these setbacks, the fair idea was 
brought up sharp by information that the Chi- 
cago Association of Cammerce, comparable to 
the St. Louls Chamber of Commerce, had come 
out against a fair for Chicago in 1953 and that’ 
Mayor Kennelly of Chicago concurred. So that 
St. Louis might have an understanding of the 
Chicago attitude, the Post-Dispatch reprinted the 
Chicago statement. Reasons for opposing the 
fair idea included the shortage of materials, 
housing, hotel space and transportation, and 
world unrest. The problem of obtaining partici- 
pation of foreign countries in such an unsettled 
world was also cited. 

We said last Sunday that St. Louis should ex- 
plore all the aspects of this idea before it com- 
mits itself. The question still is whether the 
plan for a world's fair is boldness or rashness. 
Messrs. Albanese and Nolte and 21 Aldermen 
and 378 residents of the proposed fair area ap- 
parently think it is rashness. 
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Truman vs. Knutson 

Secretary Snyder has virtually told Congress 
that President Truman will veto the third Knut- 
son bill to slash personal income taxes. He 
should veto it, but the tax policy on his side of 
the fence is none too statesmaniike, either, Mr. 
Truman himself proposes a big tax reduction, It 
would give somewhat greater ‘relief than the 
Knutson bill to small taxpayers, but otherwise it 
would be inflationary in the same way. It would 
free a new wave of purchasing power to bid 
prices still higher. 

To save the Treasury from loss, Mr, Truman 
proposes to raise corporation taxes enough to 
offset the cut in personal taxes. But in this un- 
precedented sellers’ market, higher corporation 
taxes would. promptly be added to prices, largely 
washing out the small consumer's gain from 
lower personal rates. The first taxes to come 
down should not be any kind of income tax but 
the excise taxes which bear so heavily on low- 
income Americans. Finally, it's almost impos- 
sible to believe that Mr. Truman seriously ex- 
pected this Congress to increase any taxes, least 
of all the taxes on business. 

If Mr. Truman vetoes the Knutson bill again, 
he would stand a far better chance to be sus- 
tained in Congress and in public opinion if 
he had not played this stroke of tax politics 
himself, / 


For a Straight Rent Increase 

Tenants being five times as.numerous as. land- 
lords, rent control will almost surely be ex- 
tended from March 1 to the end of this election 
year. The-issue is probably less whether there 
will be control than what shape it will take. 

The current law shows what to avoid. It 
should have allowed landlords a “cost of living“ 
increase. Congress, fearing to offend tenanis, 
granted 15 per cent but only when leases were 
signed to the end of 1948. Only 9 per cent of 
them have signed such higher-rent contracts. 
Landlords thus received only a small part of the 
relief that an unconditional 15 per cent increase 
would have given them. 

Suppose this arrangement were merely ex- 
tended to Dec. 31, 1948, allowing 15 per cent 
when leases were made to, say, the middle or 
end of 1949. Many tenants and landlords still 
would balk at such a contract, And, as Sena- 
tor Bricker contends; it would put Congress 
“in the position of having lured’ some tenants 
(the 9 per cent already signed up) into paying 
more rent with the promise of added protection, 
and then have them find out that they need not 
have paid more.” . é 

The 9 per cent would get their money's worth 
only if the law lapsed Feb, 29 as scheduled, but 
fair play and partisan politics both argue against 
this drastic solution, The fairest available mea- 
sure is thus to authorize 15 per cent in every 
case, dropping the lease condition. | 

Another feature of the present law, the local 
advisory boards, has also operated badly. It has 
produced glaring inequities, such as à 15 per 
cent general increase recommended in St. Louis 
and none in East St. Louis. The Housing Ex- 
pediter has rather consistently rejected the 
boards’ recommended increases, including the 
one for St. Louls.. The boards could be dropped 
without harm, ) 3 

To sum up: Congress should authorize a gen- 
eral rent increase, with only enough conditions 
to prevent profiteering by evietion and other 
dodges. It should drop the advisory boards and 
lodge full responsibility in the administrator,

It 
further ordered the state to make these 
facilities available “ag soon as it does for 
applicants of any other group,” 


Since the applicants from another group, 
namely white students, are already accom- 
modated, it seems that Oklahoma is going 
to have to set up a Negro law school in 
double-quick time or admit Negroes to the 
law school at Norman. Texas, faced with 
the same problem, provided a whole sep- 
arate graduate university, Can Oklahoma 
afford it?

This would be a good time to repeal the 
unfair state and federal taxes on marga- 
rine. 
dollar a pound in many places, millions of 
families have turned to margarine, the 
poor man's butter. 

Some didn't like to make the shift but 


found, to their surprise, that margarine is 
as tasty as butter, spreads more easily and 


doesn't become rancid with age. They 


learned from the. New York Academy of 
Medicine and the American Medical As- 
sociation that margarine, reinforced with 
vitamin A as it now is, is every dit as 
nutritious as cow butter. 


Margarine has. been ‘Vastly. Improved 
since the dairy lobby had a discriminatory 
federal. tax imposed on it back in 1886. 
The tax on colored margarine is 10 cents 
a pound, though only a guérter-cent on the 
uncolored. Thus the housewife must either 
color her own margarine or pay a high 
tribute, In addition, the retailer must pay 
$48 a year for a license to sell colored mar- 
garine, or $6 for uncolored. The whole- 
saler roust pay $480 to deal in colored mar- 
garine,. $200 for uncolored. The manufac- 
turer is soaked $600 a year. |

DAVID LILIENTHAL, PUBLIC SERVANT IN A POWER 
AGE, by Willson Whitman. (Henry Holt & Ce...

Russian Even Opposes in

Russian opposition has been ex- 
pressed even to the plan for dis- 
cussion of financial and other or- 
ganizational problems relating to 
the operation of a world agency.

Andrei A. Gromyko argued that 
such action would create an er- 
roneous impression that adoption 
of two previous reports by Major- 


unanimity. 

Gromyko left no doubt that his 
objections remained to vital pre- 
cepts of. the majority reports. 
When the Working Committee 
yesterday began debate of phases 
of Russian recommendations for 
world atom control, the Soviet 
delegate said he was prepared to 
clarify points not fully understood 
by other delegates, 

Replying to questions presented 
by Francois de Rose of France, 
Gromyko promptly shattered any 
hopes that Ruesian atom policy. 
had been altered since the Soviet 
vote was cast against adoption of 
the commission's second report.

Conflict persisted on both 
perhaps to greater degree than 
before the session began.

a system of supervision is estab- 
lished. On that point, the major- 
ity has specifically recommended 
the step-by-step procedure .sug- 
gested by the United States. The 
bomb would be abolished after 
safeguards to prevent manufac- 
ture and use had been devised. 
“The resolution of the General 
Assembly directs the commission 
to draw up a convention eliminat- 


jing atomic and other weapons of 


mass destruction,” the Soviet 
spokesman said, “Although the in- 
struction also is to determine 
means of atom control, we believe 
that prohibition of atom weapons 
is the most important and urgent 
task at the present time.” 

In reply to another question put 
by De Rose concerning the nature 
of international inspection of 
atomic activities contemplated in 
Russian proposals, Gromyko also 
made*clear that the Soviet Union 
and sponsors of the majority re- 
port were apart. The majority re- 
port prescribes far-reaching in- 
spection machinery. If placed in 
operation, the international agency 
would have free access to observe 
all atom production and industrial 
or scientific activity related to 
the manufacture of atom power. 

A No on Each Point. 

‘To each element of the proposi- 
tion, the Russian reply was no. 
Scope of the international agency 
must not be extended to activities 
related but not directly engaged 
in atom production. It would con- 
stitute interference with a nation’s 
internal affairs, Scientific re- 
search must be left in the hands 
of individual nations. The respon- 
sibility for inspection must be left 
tO respective governments, 

De Rose pointed out that there 
was little logic in deVising a sys- 
tem of inspection to assure com- 
pliance with terms of an atom con- 
trol treaty if the nature of the 
inspection and selection of the in- 
spectors was left to the discretion 
of respective governments. If it 
was to be assumed that each 
nation would abide by the treaty, 
no inspection system would be 
necessary, he concluded. 

The inconclusive debate was 
halted by adjournment of the 
working committee until Thurs- 
day. Chairman Faris Bey El 
Khouri of Syria said Committee 1 
would discuss organizational prob- 
lems of the proposed agency Mon- 
day morning.

the United States guarantee of 
any specific frontiers is concerned 
I am sure you will understand that 
this Government, in accordance 
with its traditional policy, cannot 
give a guarantee for any specific 
frontiers. 

“3. If the Polish Government 
and people desire in connection 
with the new frontiers of the Po- 
lish state to bring about the trans- 
fer to and from the territory of 
Poland of national minorities the 
United States Government will 
raise no objection and as far as 
practicable will facilitate such 
transfer. 

“4. The United States Govern- 
ment is prepared, subject to legis- 
lative authority, to assist in so far 


as practicable in the post-war eco- |. 


nomic reconstruction of the Polish 
state.” 

I submitted the British and 
American notes to the Polish Gov- 
ernment in London and, by radio, 
to the desperate men who were 
fighting the Germans in Warsaw. 

My government could not agree 
to accept the Big Three’s division 
of Poland, nor would they accept 
my suggestion for a temporary 
line of demarcation whose per- 
manence or impermanence would 
be decided at the peace table. We 
knew, too, that Britain and the 
United States were in no mood to 
back our demands. 

Taking all these things into con- 
sideration, I resigned as Prime 
Minister on Nov. 24, 1944.

Kevin O'Shea, all Irish and All- 


America, has had another bad leg 
this season. So, with caution dic- 
tated by past experience, the St. 
Louis University basketball team 
will proceed carefully when it 
meets O'Shéa and Notre Dame be- 
fore a sell-out crowd at Kiel Audi- 
torium tonight. 

O'Shea and his bad leg are an 
old story to the Billikens. A year 
ago when the opportunity pre- 
sented itself to square accounts 
with the Irish at South Bend, re- 
ports virtually had O‘@hea walk- 
ing on crutches. 

When it came time for the 
game, O’Shea took the floor for a 
practice warm-up with his left 
knee swathed in adhesive tape. 
The brilliant guard, whose drib- 
bling and shooting gained All- 
America honors, then ran rings 
around the Bills as they were de- 
feated for the sixth time in six en- 
gagements with the Irish. 

Which One Is Right? 

Between seasons O’Shea had his 
trick left knee fixed by an opera- 
tion. But when this season began 
he suffered a similar injury to his 
right knee and now-—oh, evil omen 
—it occasionally is heavily tap 

But this time, the Billikens, 
shooting for their ninth triumph 
in 10 games, will not be deluded 
even if the man Kevin shows up 
with both arms in slings. 

“It should be a great offensive 


battle,“ said Coach Ed Hickey as 


he prepared the Bills to meet the 
Irish team 
(Moose) Krause, a .Notre Dame 
All-America in football’ and bas- 
kethball in the early 1930s, 

After that statement, Hickey 
winked, grinned and said: “But 
maybe we'll go in for defense this 
time.” 

Even while losing star center, 
John Brennan, the Irish have won 
seven of 10 games and averaged 
56.4 points per game, compared to 
the Billikens’ 60.9. On defense, 
however, Notre Dame has yielded

The Comptroller could lease 
the property to the fair organiza- 
tion for a period not to exceed 
five years, if he found it was not 
needed by the city, Kinsey: as- 
serted. This would be true also 
of the Columbia Bottoms site or 
any area acquired by the city 
from private owners. 

Use of Forest Park itself for 
the fair, Kinsey went on, would 
require approval by the Board of 
Public Service, whose members, 
besides Kinsey, are Public Welfare 
Director Henry S. Caulfield, 
Streets and Sewers Director Ar- 
thur C. Meyers, Public Utilities 
Director Harry C. Brockhoff and 
Public Safety Director Charles J. 
Riley. 

Caulfield already is on record as 
strongly opposed to use of part of 
Forest Park for a world's fair, on 
the ground such use would take 
away valuable recreational areas 
needed by the public. 

Kinsey, Meyers and Riley de- 
clined to discuss their opinions on 
use of the park, explaining they 
did not wish to prejudge the 
proposal, since It may come be- 
fore the board later. Kinsey re- 
marked; however, that “it is my 
personal belief that Columbia 
Bottoms is the No. 1 choice of 
sites for a world’s fair.” Brock- 
hoff is in New York. Members 
of the Board of Public Service are 
appointed by the Mayor. 

‘Roll of Aldermen. 

A poll of members of the Board 
of Aldermen today disclosed that 
21 of tham are opposed to use of 
Forest Park and the adjoining site 
for a world’s fair. Three of the 
aldermen said they were unde- 
cided, one declined to comment 
and the remaining three could not 
be reached. There is one vacancy 
in the board. 

Three of the aldermen opposed 
to use of the site added that they 
also are opposed to a fair at this 
time, They are Frank N. Flott- 
man, Tenth Ward; John W. Hoerr, 
Eleventh Ward, and Vernon Riehl, 
Seventeenth Ward. 

Flottman said that any world’s 


fair at this time “would be suicide. 


I don’t see what we could do 
with it.” The other two spoke in 
the same vein, Hoerr asserting 
this “definitely is the wrong time 
to consider a fair,” and Riehl 
contending the fair should “not 
be considered until prices go down, 
housing conditions improve and 
the general world financial situa- 
tion improves.”

Milk which was shipped to St. 
Louis from the Chicago area last 
year cost about $526,239 more than 
if it had been available on the St. 
Louls market, Fred L. Shipley, 
federal milk marketing adminis- 
trator here, told the Citizens’ Milk 
Investigating Committee yester- 
day 


in the Chicago area for milk,”

The U.N. committee’s neutral 
military isers are to investi- 
gate whether republican troops 
still are resisting inside Nether- 
lands positions.

On each side of a demarcation 
line dividing the demilitarized 
zone, law and order will be main- 
tained by the civil police force of 
the party having jurisdiction 
there One party's police are not 
to cross into the other's demili- 
tarized territory without a com- 
mittee military adviser. Military 
personnel may be used tempo- 
rarily as civil police but must be 
under civil control. 

Each side is to release all pris- 
oners taken from the other. 
Trade is to be resumed between 
Dutch and republican areas, re- 
stricted only as agreed to by both 
parties, with committee assistance 
if necessary. 

The truce is to remain effective 
unless either The Netherlands or 
the republic informs the commit- 
tee it considers that the other 
party has violated the truce and 
that the agreement is ended.

Estimates 6-Year Total, In- 
cluding Marshall Plan, Would 
Pay City Taxes 10 Years.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17 (AF) — 
Senator Kem (Rep.). Missouri, 
told the Senate yesterday that 
$24,009,211,087 spent in foreign aid 
the last two years represents a 
cost of 3183 to each person in the 
United States, based on the 1940 
population census. 


Kem said this equals the amount 
of income tax a married man with 
two children would pay on a 
$4000 income. 

Citing examples based on his 
figures, Kem said St. Louis's 
share of foreign aid eost the last 
two years was $149,336,784. He

Kem said Macon is “a typical 
northeast Missouri county” and its 
share of aid payments thus far 
total $3,915,468.

VOCADO is as lovely in form 
A» in color. By cutting length- 

wise, one obtains unusual pear- 
shaped shells, long crescents, or 
fans. Cut crosswise, one has rings 
or horseshoes. With a French ball 
cutter, one can make balls for 
cocktails or cube them for salad 
or soup. The fruit is soft enough 
to mash into a smooth puree for 
use in frozen desserts, salad dress- 
ing, or spreads for sandwiches or 
canapes. 

For the most enjoyable use, avo- 
cadoes must be properly ripened. 
When first picked, the fruit is 
well matured but still too firm to 
be edible. The grocer receives 
them while firm and it is a good 
plan to buy them in this stage 
and bring them home to mellow, 
Fruit that stands at room tem- 
perature (70 degrees F.) will ripen 
for eating in about two days. Ripe 
fruit laid between the palms of 
the hands and pressed gently 
yields readily to pressure. Then 
it should be placed in the re- 
frigerator until needed. , 

To prepare the fruit, cut in half 
lengthwise or crosswise, lift out 
the seed with the point of a knife. 
Lay cut side down on a flat tray 
or piece of waxed paper. Strip off 
the glove-like skin (never pare) 
leaving the lovely velvet-like sur- 
face. Handle gently so as not to 
mar this surface. nage be —"

human rights. F 

However, yesterday was devoted 
to various other activities. First, 
I spoke at a luncheon of the 
Women's National Press Club. 
The president of the club, Miss 
Ruth Cowan, is one of the news- 
paper women who went overseas 
to Africa very early in the war 
and did some of the pioneering 
work for women correspondents 
over there. She saw and felt so 
much of the tragedy of war that 
it took her a long time to return 
to “civilization as usual.” I won- 
der sometimes if any of the peo- 
ple who saw war at close range 
will ever again think of our civ- 
ilization in quite the same light 
as they did before Hitler invaded 
Poland.

IN THE AFTERNOON I visited 
the office of the Franklin D. 
Roosevelt Memorial Foundation 
and was interested to hear at 
first hand some of the things 
which had been reported to me 
in writing about the historical 
work which has been going for- 
ward in the past year. 

In the evening, Miss Thompson 
and I went to a small dinner at 
the home of one of Washington's 


best-known and best-loved women 
correspondents, Mrs. Elisabeth 
May Craig. She brought together 
a small group of the newspaper 
women whom we had known dur- 
ing our years in Washington, as 
well as a few others, including 
Mrs. Genevieve Forbes Herrick, 
the magazine writer, who had 
come down from Dorset, Vermont, 
where she and her husband have 
been living and writing during 
the past few years,

ARENTS ARE, and ought to 
P be, interested in what goes on 

in the schgol their children 
attend. School should be a part- 
nership if it is to do its full 
duty toward the children. A good 
partnership means a sharing of 
work and responsibility, each part- 
ner keeping clearly in mind his 
function and place in the scheme 
and never crossing the line with- 
out an invitation. 

If a teacher makes an effort to 
assume a parent’s duty or respon- 
sibility, she loses authority and re- 
spect in relation to that parent 
and child. If a parent attempts 
to take over the duty or author- 
ity of a teacher, he loses strength 
of influence at once. Each must 
carry his share of the load and 
cooperate cheerfully with the 
other. In that way the pupils will 
be the better served by home and 
school.

PARENTS SHOULD not expect 
to interview a teacher without 
making an appointment. Teachers 
are busy people and have many 
extra duties apart from classroom 
work. On no condition should a 
parent enter a teacher’s classroom 
without an invitation. To inter- 
rupt a class at work is to cause a 
loss of time, loss of work, and 
good will. 

No teacher can attend to a 
class and talk to a visitor at the 
same time with satisfaction to 
anybody concerned. Visitors 


should first report to the head of 


the school before going to confer 
with a teacher, That is only com- 
mon sense. School is an organ- 
ized workshop, the details of 
which organization are important 
to the harmony and activity of 
the great group within its walls.

JUST WHAT can the Parents 
Association do to be useful to the 
school? There is $6 much that 
it can do in bringing the whole 
social fabric into useful rélation- 
ship with the school that selecting 
any one activity is not easy. There 
is one field, however, that to my 
mind is of first importance here. 

Every year the school doctors 
and nurses examine the children 
for physical defects. The record 
is made on the pupils’ cards. ny, 
many times that is as far as the 
matter goes-—-a mark on a card. 
Children carry their defects on 
through school life, those needing 
attention most ~-getting the least 
because their mothers cannot get 
away from their younger children, 
from their work, or because they 
are ill or because their free hours 
never coincide with the hours of 
the clinics, 

If a group of parents whose 
time was free would just take a 
group of such children under their 
up their treat- 
ments, see that they get their 
giasses, that their teeth are 
cleaned and filled, that they get 
extra food if it is needed, what a 
help that would be. In my opin- 
ion, it would be far more helpful 
to school and community than 
many other more showy activities.

A Part of Beauty

your speech! What you say and 
how you say it is all important. 

Many an outwardly beautiful 
girl spoils the pleasing impression 
she makes when she speaks. It 
may not be the tone of her voice 
that detracts at once from the 
beautiful picture, but what she 
sa ys. 

How easy it is to say the pretty 
thing, the thoughtful thing. nd 
how few women realize it. hey 
let their tongue loose, so to speak, 
and say hurtful, catty, nasty 
things, not realizing they are 
ruining their oon reputation 
rather than the reputation of the 
person of whom they speak. 

A priest once told his congre- 
gation to go home and slit a 
feather pillow, then take the pil- 
low out in the open air and force 
the feathers to scatter. As they 
watched the feathers disappear— 
some in the breeze, some in the 
fields—they should realize that it 
is as difficult to retract and make 
amends for hurtful words spoken 
as it is to collect the released 
feathers and put them back into 
the pillow case. 


All of us should concentrate on 


that little lesson. Let your speech 
be a beauty asset. Let it make 
you more charming, more love- 
able. Think twice or count 10 
before you say something which 
is not kind—and then don't say it!

defeat that contract. It is true 
that South also should have made 
five diamonds—but he didn’t! 


West opened the heart eight. 
Declarer won, drew trumps in 
two leads, then led his singleton 
club. The king was taken by 
East and a club returned. De- 
clarer ruffed and tried the spade 
finesse. This, too, let him down 
and he eventually had to con- 
cede another spade trick, and 
with it, defeat. 


I declarer had not been so fond 
of finessing, he might have dis- 
covered a simple and 100 per cent 
safe way to bring home eleven 
tricks. All he had to do, after 
winning the opening lead and 
drawing the outstanding trumps, 
was to cash his other heart trick. 
enter dummy with a trump, then 
lead dummpy's third heart and 
present either a club or a spade 
from his own hand. East would 
now be securely hooked. If he 
returned another heart, declarer 
would get rid of a second black 
loser while ruffing in dummy. If 
East returned a spade, it would 
be directly up to dummy’s ma- 
jor tenace; if he returned a club, 
dummy’s king would be estab- 
lished. 


Surely it required no great 
imagination to see that conced- 
ing one heart trick “needlessly” 
would pay excellent dividenda.

ITTSBURGH: How should one 
P pronounce the word kowtow? | 

have never heard anyone use 
the pronounciation that is listed 
in my unabridged Webster's.— Mrs. 
J.H.A. 

Answer; Webster's New Inter- 
national shows “ko-TOW”" to 
rhyme with “go NOW.“ But, as 
you say, it is seldom if ever heard 
in American speech. Webster's 
“ko-TOW” (the phonetic spelling 
is mine, not Webster’s) is an at- 
tempt to reproduce the sound of 
the Chinese k’o-t’ou, which means 
“knock head.” Kowtow is English 
in both spelling and meaning. Why 
not let it go at that? A stack of 
dictionaries as high as your head 
would not convince the American 
people that “kow-"” must rhyme 
with “go” if “-tow” rhymes with 
“now.” 

The newer and more realistic 
dictionaries rhyme both syllables 
with “now”; and that’s the way 
kowtow is pronounced in Standard 
American speech: kow-tow, to 
rhyme with “how now.” (See 
Thorndike Century, Funk and 
Wagnall's New College Standard; 
Kenyon and Knott's Pronouncing 
Dictionary; Grosset and Dunlap's 
Words: The New Dictionary.)

Answer: In American usage a 
pair of twins means two children 
born at the same birth. Some 
purists howl at this; but if twins 
are not a pair, what in the world 
are they?

Answer: Yonder is à quite 
proper word. It is widely used in 
the South and Southwest. Else- 
where it seldom occurs except in 
poctic usage.
